ORDER 

New Delhi, the ,30th August, 1991 

S.O. 562(E).—Whereas the Central Government 
is satisfied that the purposes of securing the princi¬ 
pal object or OMC Alloys Limited, a Government 
of Orissa company incorporated under the Com¬ 
panies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) having its Registered 
Office at O.M.C. House, Bhubaneswar-751001 and 
for the purposes of ensuring coordination in policy, 
effic'ent administration and economic expansion, it 
is essential in the public interest that the Orissa 
Mining Corporation Limited, a Government of 
Orissa Company, incorporated under the Companies 
A.ct. 1956 (1 of 1956) having its Registered Office 
at OMC Ho”se, Bhubaneswar-751001 Orissa and the 
said OMC Alloys Limited a Government of Orissa 
company should be amalgamated into a single com¬ 
pany; 

And whereas a copv of the proposed order was 
sent in draff to the Companies aforesaid, namely, 
the OMC Alloys Limited and the Orissa Mining 
Corporation Limited, for its publication in two 
newspapers inviting objectionslsuggestions. 

And whereas, the scheme op amalgamation of the 
aforesaid companies was published in two News¬ 
papers and in response to the newspaper notices 
published by the OMC Alloys Limited transferor 
company about the draft amalgamation scheme, an 
obiccton wa= received from General Secretary, 
SRCKM Sanpb. Kalipani Chromite Mines. Distt. 
CuttacL objecting to *he amalgamation on the 
around that OMC Alloys Limited is in poor financial

New therefore, in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red bv sub-section (1 ) and f2) of th» section 306 o f 
the Companies Act. 1956 (1 of 19561, *he Central 
Government makes the following order to provide 
for the amalgamation of the said two companies 
namely :— ; 

T. ^hort title.—This order may be called the 
OMC Allovs Limited and the Orissa Min¬ 
ing Corporation Limited (Amalgamation) 
Order, 1991. 
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2. Dcfiinitions.—In this Order, unless the 
context otherwise requires. 

(a) “appointed day” means the date on 
which this order is notified in the Offi¬ 
cial Gazette; 

(b) “dissolved company” means the OMC 
Alloys Limited, and 

(c) “resulting company” means the Orissa 
Mining Corporation Limited. 

3(a) The authorised capital of the Orissa Mining 
Corporation Limited as on 22nd June, 1988 was 
Rs. 40,00,000 comprising of 40,00,000 equity 
shares of Rs. 100 each and paid up share capital 
was. Rs. 31,45,48,000]- comprising of 31,45,480 
equity shares of Rs. 100'- each. The authorised 
Sharp Capital of Mjs OMC Alloys Limited as on 
28th September, 1987 was Rs. 30,00,0001- compris¬ 
ing of 30,00,000 equity shares of Rs. 100]- each 
and paid up share capital as on 31-3-1990 was 
Rs. 24,43,50,000|- comprising of 24.43,500 equity 
shares of Rs. 100]- each. 


Explanation.—-Thet ‘Undertaking of the dissolved 
Company' shall include all rights, power authorities 
and privileges and all property, movable or immov¬ 
able including cash balance reserves, revenue bal¬ 
ances, investments and all other interests and rights 
m or arising out of such property as may belong to 
or be in the possession of the dissolved company 
immediately before the appointed day. and all 
books accounts and documents relating thereto and 
also all debts, liabilities, duties and obligations of 
whatever kind then existing of the dissolved com¬ 
pany. 

5. Transfer of Certain items of property.—For 
the purpose of this order, all the profits or losses or 
both if any of the dissolved company as on the 
appointed day and the revenue reserves or deficits, 
or both if any, of the dissolved company when 
transferred to the resulting company shall respec¬ 
tively form part of the profits or io=ses and the 
revenue reserves or deficits, as the case may be of 
the resulting company.

(ii) the paid up share capital of the transferor 
company shall be set off against the investment of 
the tansferee company (shares held in the transferor 
company). 

(iiii) THe tansferee company shall surrender to 
the transferor company for cancellation the share 
certificates held by it in the tansferor company. 

4. Amalgamation of the companies.—(1) On and 
from the appointed dav, the entire business and 
undertaking of the OMC Alloys L ini'ted, as where 
is, including all the properties, movable or immov¬ 
able and other assets of whatsoever nature e.g. 
machinery and all fixed assets, leases, tenancy, 
rights, investments in shares or otherwise stock-in-

12. Dissolution of M's OMC Alloys Limited.— 
rbject to the other provisions of this order, as
